Panis, Sept. 24.—The Herald European 
edition publishes today the following letter 
received from an American tourist: 
AMSTERDAM, Sept. 23.—An American hastily 
traveling through Germany and France has, 
of.course, small opportunity for close obser- 
vation, and yet, if he keeps his ‘eyes and 
ears onen, he can’t help thinking. Will you 
allow me to tell you some things which have 
come into my mind this summer? It seems 
to me our German friends are living a little 
in the clouds. They undoubtedly are under 
a great nervous strain. Their rulers have 
taught them to expect another great war, 
and they exist as men who look for a blow 
and don’t the man who is going 
to hit them. It la an intolerable situation, 
especially. for people who are not naturally | 
fond of war. Yet they endure it because 
their great Bismarck tells them it is inevi- 
table, and their young Emperor and his young 
Generals, for their own personal ambition, 
perpetually incite them and alarm them. 
We had a great war in the United States 
and we ail know what ambiuons the strug- 
gie aroused, but the German rulers have 
objects in view hostile to the dest 
welfare of their people—purely personal 
and dynastic objects, which seem to an 
American at least to account for their policy 
of alarm and irritation. Dr. Francis Lieber, 
one of the clearest-sighted publicists Ger- 
many ever produced or America trained and 
developed, used to say years before the war 
of 1870: “ Union must ‘precede liberty in 
Germany.” He was right, but he regarded 
German union so marvelously bro about 
as only a step towards liberty. would 
have been bitterly disappointed had he lived 
to see that unity of Germany was attained 
at such fearful cost, only to enable 
Germany’s rulers to crush liberty and 
maintain a ruinous military system, osten- 
sibly to defend the country, but really, as it 
seemns to an American, to prevent all progress 
in liberal government in Germany. 
WHERE AMERICAN SYMPATHY SHOULD BB. 
My sympathies in the war of 1870 were 
fiercely with Germany and against France, 
as 1 believe those of most Americans were 
in that desperate struggle. I have no doubt 
Germany had the right, but 1 believe just as 
firmly that now the sympathies of all 
Americans, of all who love and adhere 
to popular government, ought to be 
with France.. English papers -pe 
revile the French Republic and continually 
prophesy its downfall. The German official 
press does the same. They spread distrust 
of the Republic. They attack the French, 
apparently, but really the English and Ger- 
mans mean to attack the republican form of 
government. Bismarck began life as a 
junker and reactionary, and he has not 
He has made Germany 
powerful, but ne does not. mean her to be 
free. He is the most determined enemy of 
free government in the world.

able and conservative. Americans have rea- 


son to e proud of the conduct of the peopie 
of France under the Republic. If we took 
our views somewhat less from the English 
papers we should oftener and more heartily 
express our pride in the fellow-republcans 
of France, our sympathy with them in their 
difficulties, and our joy in their success. 
They have the ill-will of every neighbor, 


and every noble in Europe hates them and 


hopes for their failure. Certainly we Ameri- 
cans ought to loudly applaud and encourage 
them, for they are the standard bearers in 
Europe of our own system. 

There are Germans who would like to see 
free government also in their country, but 
they are for the present hopeless. They see 
the whole tendency and courses of events 
forced against them. They see the young 
Emperor incited by his masters to play the 
part of the bully; they see unceasing 
preparations for a new war for more glory. 
And yet sensible Germans not of the aris- 
tocratic military class see all the dangers of 
another struggle. ; 

. THE GERMAN ARMY. 

I was praising recently to a German friend 
a remarkable German book, The Nauon in 
Arms.” He said: Tes, it is interesting, 
but 1 hope you see that it only with extreme 
adroitness expounds the predominant mili- 
tarism. It is based upon the theory that 
another and greater war is coming and is 
unavoidable, and that all our efforts must be 
bent to that. We are in fact training a 
great war machine. Our young Emperor 
delights himself in the midnight alarm and 
great reviews, but it occurs to some of us 
that the great machine may be trained too 
fine, as a prize-fighter in England or your 
country is sometimes overtrained. Our rulers 
think only of war. Would they would think 
alittie about peace. The late Emperor Fred- 
erick, a sagacious man, thought a great deal 
of peace, though he had fought and knew 
how to lead troops, which his young son has 
still to learn.“ 

This was said by a German who has himseif 
served, but who with many of his country- 
men does not believe further war necessary. 
I will add only what a Russian officer said to 
meon the same subject: “The Germans,” 
he said, are greedy for more land and more 


"| glory, and talk constantly of the next war. 


For my part I think them imprudent. They 
got miraculously well out of their last war. 
In three or four months they were substan- 
tially done. It is a fine thing to make an 
end so quickly, but suppose their 
next war should last not three or 
four months, but three or four years? I as- 
sure you, if they should come to blows with 
us, they would not get done in three or four 
months. I doubt if again they would if they 
should push France into a new war. Bis- 
marck is making alliances right and left, but 
gets nothing from our Czar. When the 
young German Emperor went to St. Peters- 
burg te other day he was popular. He did 
everything to make himself liked, but I have 
the means ot knowing that our Czar did not 
in the least commit himself to Germany.” 
Asto the German army this Russian of- 
ficer added: “Iknow what it is. It isa 
wonderful machine, but they have made it 
only a machine, and it is too cumbrous. It is 
no longer the army of 1870. It is overdone, 
and in my belief when it comes to actual war 
the boastful German military system will 
break down. For my part, I shall not be

Old Tin Cans No Longer Useless. 

New York Tribune: A numder of people 
gathered at the Columbia rolling-mill, Four- 
teenth street and Jersey avenue, Jersey City, 
yesterday afternoon at the formal opening of the 
mill, The industry is a novel one, being the 
manufacture of rs’ iron from old tin cans 
and other waste sheet metal. This iron has 
heretofore been manufactured almost exclusively 
in Europe, and the Columbia Rolling-Mill Com- 
pany is the only American company which turns 
out the product in large quantities. The process 
is simple. The tin cans are first heated in 
an oven raised to a temperature of 
about 1,000°, which melts off the tin and 
lead. The sheet-iron which remains is passed 
first under rubber coated rollers and then chilled 
iron rollers, which leaves the sheets smooth 
and flat. After annealing and trimming they are 
ready for shipment. The tin and lead which is 
melted from the cans is run into bars and is also 
placed upon the market. All the raw material 
used is waste, but the sheet iron turned out is 
said to be of good 44 It is used for buttons, 
tags, and objects of alike nature. The material 
used costing little and the demand for rs’ 
iron being considerable, it is thought that this is 
a good opportunity to build up another American 
industry.

THE WAIL OF THE ENGLISH INVESTOR 
Were Mr. Philip Armour now a candidate 
for the Presidency he ought to get the solid 
Irish vote, for he is at this moment the most 
unpopular American in Great Britam. A 
majority of the $40,000,000 of “common 
stock” of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Road is owned there, and those who hold it 
look on him as the man to whom the recent 


passing of the dividend on “common” and 


the reduction of thas on preferred stock are 
wholly due. Naturally, therefore, he does 
not stand as highin their graces as Presi- 
dent Cieveland. Men who have bought stook 
at 100, expecting it would pay 2 or 8 per cent 
semi-annually, and who now find it 
worth 64, with no prospect of dividends 
for some time ahead, always say harsh 
things about the person whom they 
hold responsible for their losses and disap- 
pointments, The English hoiders have there- 
fore begun pooling their. interests, and say 
that when the next election comes they will 
take the management of the road into their 
own hands. They may try the experiment, 
but it will be interesting to see what head- 
way they make in dealing with the freight- 
rate question in the Northwest. They do 
not know much of railroad “wars” in the 
old country. What they would call a deadly 
conflict we would consider only a sligat skir- 
mish. Nor in their combats have they shown 
any of that dogged tenacity which has char- 
acterized on this side of the water the strug- 
gles between men who control but who do 
not own railways, and hence are willing to 


fight it out to the last ditch, knowing that it 


is the bodies of the stockholders, and not 
theirs, that will be found there. 

Let the Britishers try it on and see if they 
can earn enough to justify the payment of a 
dividend on the common stock. They must 
not forget the fact that much of the stock 
they hold is nothing but water.“ It repre- 
sents little or no capital ever paid into the 


company’streasury. Some of it was issued 


and sold to raise the money to pay the divi- 
denda.of the past. It would bea biessing if 
a lot of it were evaporated out of existence. 
To refuse to pay an unearned dividend out 
of borrowed money was good policy and 
honest management on Mr. Armour’s part. 
It was simply common sense. It was doubt 
ful if the road would make much more than 
enough this year to pay the fixed charges 
ana keep the property in good condition. 
Nor can it be said that there has been for 
the last twelve months gross mismanage- 
ment of the road. It appears to have suf- 
fered from causes which have affected all the 
Northwestern lines. Competition has done 
its perfect work, and they have all cut their 
rates below figures that pay much if any 
dividends on watered stock. When the En- 


glish administration seeks to change this it 


may be confronted by a loss of business from 
all competitive points. That may cost it less 
than carrying produce below certain rates, 
but it will not pay dividends on “ common 
stock.” 

The trouble with the English investors has 
been that they have paid no attention to 
their properties so long as they paid divi- 
dends on stock representing water,“ nor 
have they looked to see how dividends were 
paid, In that they have not differed from 
American holders, but they howl more when 
they are hit. It would be well if stockholders 
on both sides of the ocean took more interest 
in the management of the companies in 
which they are part owners. The courts are 
open to them to stop their agents when they 
make rumously low rates, just as they are 
open to the members of a firm where the 
senior partner is mismanaging the business. 
Stockholders can check recklessness and dis- 
honesty, but they bave been hitherto too in- 
different to their own interests to make the 
attempt. 


THE CONGRESSIONAL LIBRARY SCANDAL. 

The investigation into the Congressionai 
Library scandal, which Mr. Kelley of Penn- 
sylvania has secured, is altogether too limit- 
ed in its scope. As it stands, it is simply an

000,000, Congress properly refused to provide 
the means fora further continuance of tne 
work according to the plans as made. Un- 
der these circumstances it 1s in order to in- 
quire into the architect’s qualifications for 
his position, outside of any considerations of 
irregularity or crookedness. It is freely 
charged that he is not a professional archi- 
tect, that he secured his appointment by fa- 
voritism and the influence of the lobby of 
which he isa member, and that an assistant 
for whom an extra salary has been provided 
has really been doing the work, Smithmeyer 
being only a figurehead. 

These charges are of themselves su fiicient- 
ly grave to warrant an investigation, but 
added to these are numerous charges of cor- 
ruption which should also be sifted to the 
bottom. The whole affair is honeycombed 
with scandals,. The true course to pursue 
has been Suge by Judge Payson— 
namely: to abrogate all amounts now appro- 
priated, to provide for the immediate dis- 
missal of Smithmeyer, to retain the site al- 


ready purchased, and at the next session to 


call for and adopt new plans and appropriate 
a fixed and reasonable amount to carry them 
into execution. It would be well if the ex- 
pert knowledge of leading librarians could 
also be utilized, acting as an advisory board 
with the architect. Had this been done at 
first the present miserable muddle would 
have been avoided. The true course to pur- 
sue is to remove every one officially connected 
with it, let the originators of the plans go 
with the plans, and have a fresh deai all 
round, meanwhile pursuing the in vestigauon. 
Such a course would be for the best interests 
of the country. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

The encouraging probabilities of a few 
weeks ago have become certainties. The 
corn crop is safe; at least such a large pro 
portion of it as to insure a yield of about 
2,000,000,000 busheis. On that crop more than 
on any other depends the immediate future 
of business; but along with it come bountiful 
yields of oats, hay, and many other important 
articles of commerce, and even the wheat is 
by no means a failure. When to the abun- 
dance is added the element of good prices 
the country certainly has great reason to 
congratulate itself on its prospects. What- 
ever may be the immediate condition of any 
particular branch of trade, this fali’s bounties 
of the earth furnish the best background 
possible for commerce in general, and every 
interest must in time make a good showing 
of prosperity. 

The developments of the week have more 
interest as proving that the recent revival of 
confidence was based on real premises than as 
bringing to light anything essentially new. 
Trade in merchandise is moving forward at 
a satisfactory pace on the lines heretofore 
mentioned. The bank clearings are increas- 
ing a little week by week. The distmbution 
of iron is quite large, but without material 
change in prices. There has been a slight 
reaction in anthracite coal, due probably to 
too much greed on the part of the combina- 
tion, but the stocks are 300,000 tons smaller 
than they were a month ago, while the out- 
put from the mines thus far this year has 
been 2,000,000 tons m excess of that of 1887. 
On the copper market the French syndicate 
have a stronger grip than ever, and prices 
are firm, while tin and lead have an upward 
tendency, partially due to manipulation. 
Coffee has had another speculative ad- 
vance, and the bears on that article 
seem to have experienced about as baa luck 
as those of the Chicago wheat pit. Of dry 
goods, boots and shoes, groceries, and many 
other articles that are to be classed among 
the necessaries of life the distribution is 
large, indicating thrift among the people. 
The general lifting of prices, moderate 
though it be, and the general expansion in 
the demand are vastly more significant than 
any one fortunate event could be, no matter 
what its magnitude. Not the least of the in- 
cidents of the week was the rise in the price 
of cash wheat in this market to a dollar a 
bushel, That was a charmed line which 
many people had come to think would never 
be reached again. Once there the commodi- 
ty regains much of the prestige it formerly 
had, for traders in wheat have their fancies 
and superstitions as well as other folks. 
Europe will look at the Chicago dollar mark 
and conclude that American breadstuffs will 
no longer be given away. 

The course of the New York stock market 
1s sufficient vindication of the position that 
the bears can no longer be the predominating 
power in the street for a protracted period. 
Never did they have a better chance to inau- 
gurate a successful campaign running for 
weeks, or even months, than was furnished 
them by the passing of the dividend on St. 
Paul stock, provided the conditions outside 
of Wali street had been favorable. They 
took advantage of the first shock caused by 
the action of the directors of the road and 
made life a burden to the stockhoiders. But 
the tremendous reaction that followed their 
raid was proof even to them of a great rising 
tude outside of Wall street which it was use- 
less for them to combat. Right in the face 
of the failure to pay the St. Paul dividena 
and when the bears were flushed with 
their great winnings there came a buying 
movement which took up nearly 200,000 
shares in one day, and many an oper- 
ator last Wednesday lost the pile he had 
made in the few days previous. That was 
one of the most notable days in the history 
of Wali street. It may weil be remembered 
as showing that one untoward event is but a 
trifle against a myriad of favorable infiu- 
ences. The movement in London to organize 
the holders of St. Paul stock for mutual pro- 
tection reminds one of the days of Wabash, 
Erie, etc., when American investments were 
discredited in Engiand. But though the for- 
eigners eye us suspiciously they continue to 
buy our securities. 

As for the general railroad situation, that 
seems to be improving. The earnings of the 
Chicago & Northwestern Road decreasea 
over $300,000 in August, but the officials of 
that company say the fau business is now 
rushing and that they are unable to provide 
enough cars. The earnings of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy are $8,000 to $10,000 
per day ahead of the earnings of last year. 
The Northern Pacific is shaping itself into 
an excellent condition, and the return of Mr. 
Villard to tull power will restore confidence 
among the od friends of the corporation. 
This road will no doubt soon have much 
closer relatons with Chicago. In spite of 
denials and attempted conceaiments, nego- 
tiations are certainly in progress for secur- 
ing an entrance to this

THE “OLD ROMAN'S” TAFFY TO COLORED

A BRITISH VIEW OF THE DEMOCRATIC 
POSITION. 


The September number of the Worth Amer- 
ican Review contains a letter from a British 
Peer (which we print elsewhere) commend- 
ing highly the free trade position of the 
Democratic party in the United States, and 
claiming that the Democratic free trade 
»~olicy would be an enormous benefit to 
England. The name of the Peer is not 


given, but the statement of the Review that 


the author of the article is a member of the 
British peerage is sufficient, as that publica- 
uon is not given to romancimg. In accord- 
ance with its policy of giving a hearing to 
all sides the Review would naturally desire a 
statement of the British view of the tariff 
question, and while American readers would 
like to knowthe name of the author of the 
remarkable letter the assurance made by the 
Review, the first of American periodicals, as 
to his character and standing will be ac- 
cepted as satisfactory. 

The British Peer, who writes from the 
Carlton Club, the great landlord and Tory 
club of London, says that after suomitting the 
Mills bill toa number of Cobden Club men 
the unanimous opinion obtained was that 
„America had come to common sense at 
last.“ In his opinion the Mills billis “a 
somewhat timid and tottering advance to 
free trade,” and, after expressing great 
amusement that the Democrats should deny 
that theirs fs a free trade party,” he adds: 
„Nothing seems to us more inevitable than 
that the logic of events will force the Demo- 
cratic party to take decisive ground in favor 
of absolute free trade.“ By way ot iliustra- 


tion he cites the case of the Republicans, | 


who, before the Rebellion War, used to pro- 
test that “they did not intend to interfere 
with slavery in the States,” but now 
point to the overthrow of the system: of 
human bondage as their greatest achieve- 
ment.” As the Republicans, after declaring 
against slavery as a wrong and evil, could 
not stop short of its destruction, so he thinks 
the Democrats, after pronouncing protection 
“robbery,” must proceed to uproot and de- 
stroy it. 

Tun Ta mon prints elsewhere this re- 
markabie article. It will be found well 
worthy a careful reading. Writing as a rep- 
resentative of the great capitalistic class of 
Great Britain this British Peer takes the 
ground that there should be “a territorial 
division of labor” and America should be 
content to become “the chief farmer of the 
nations while obtaining its manufactured goods 


From England! America, he thinks, should 


be simply a grazing and farming nation. 
Her business should be that for which she 
is specially fitted the vroduction of cheap 
food and raw materials for British manufact- 


urers.” England, on the other hand, while 
unable to bread her own people, has, he says, 


great advantages for cheap manufacturing— 
vast capital, trained mechanics, and wage- 
workers “accustomed to comparatively low 
wages both by habit and necessity.” Then, 
too, this British Peer says, England can at 
any time import labor from Belgium and 
other continental countries and can thus 
defy “the combinations and domination and 
strikes of workingmen who now seem to rule 
your [the American] industrial worid.” The 
argument is that each nation should confine 
itself to what it can do cheapest, and hence 
England should have a monopoly of manu- 
facturing for America. 

This British Peer does not contend that a 
free trade policy could not destroy high wages 
in the United States. Indeed, he says with 
brutal frankness that high wages are an evil

These at- 
tempts will be renewed when Aldermen may be 
more pliable and property-owners more com- 
pliant. Itis for the general public advantage 
that this bridge shall be kept free ot tracks. It 
is the only untracked east and west bridge north 
of Polk street now. The surest way to keep it 
clear is to tarn it over to the charge of thie Park 
Commissioners. The petition which is to be pre- 
sented to the Council by the property-owners 
this evening is worthy of the serious and earnest 
consideration of the Aldermen. The Mayor fa- 
vors the grant it asks. The project which it em- 
bodies is one which will commend itself to the 
property-owners of all seotions of the city.

Relative to the use which Longfellow made of 
his acquaintance with the Finnish epic, the 
Kalevala,“ a noted German critic, Adol 
Stern, says: He won his greatest success with 
‘Hiawatha,’ in which little epic the poet handled 
an Indian legend, which blended more poetically 
and effectively than Cooper did the 
surviving traditions of the life of the 
red man in forest and on prairie, by 
river and lake; and, to use th’s ex- 
pression, breathed a spirit into the primeval 
forest and prairie which had previously been 
dead and soulless. The specific form of the work 
which was fearlessly adapted to the matter was 
modeled on the trochaic runes of the Finnish 
Folks’ Epic, the ‘Kalevala,’ but the tone 
of the poem, the sentiment which animates 
it, the happy combination of the oldest and 
youngest traditions of his native land belong 
absolutely to Longfellow and are decidedly 
American.” The volume from which this is taken 
was published in Leipsie in 1885. The transla-

Division. At Kinburn, which he captured 
with about 1,500 prisoners of war, he gained 
new laurels, and in 1856 he was appointed 
Inspector of several divisions of infantry. 
When Napoleon undertook to carry out his 
plan of reducing and subjugating Mexico he 
placed Gen. Bazaine in command of a divis- 
ion of the army. He arrived in Mexico in 
July, 1862, and soon gained new distinction, 
succeeding to the supreme command, pre- 
viously held by Marshal Forey, in 1868. Sept. 
5. 1864, he was made a Marshal of France, 
having already in August, 1856, been named 
Commander of the Legion of Honor, and of 
the Grand Cross Juiy 2, 1868. While com- 
manding the Mexican army he drove back 
Juarez to the uttermost frontier, made him- 
self master of Oajaca and its garrison of 
7.000 men, and organized a system of guer- 
rilla warfare, which under the notorious 
Col. Dupin was carried on with much 
bravery and barbarity. In September, 1866, 
embarrassed by the obstinate resist- 
ance of the native Mexicans, the pol 
loy of the United States, and fatal 
misunderstandings with the Emperor 
Maximilian, Marshal Bazaine concentrated 
his troops at Vera Cruz, and while he pre- 
pared to embark them for France, he vigor- 
ously to the last moment the 
attacks of the natives. At length, March 12, 
1867, he left Vera Cruz with the entire expe- 
ditionary force and abandoned Maximilian 
to his fate. Dur 1867 he was appointed 
to the command of the Third Army Corps, 
stationed at Nancy, and Oct. 15, 1869, was 
bere Commander-in-Chief of the Im-

Marshal MacMahon commuted 
the sentence two days aiter to confinement 
for twenty years in prison, and remitted the 
ceremony which according to law accompa- 
nies the sentence of degradation.

Away in the Tropics. 

Harper's Magazine: Hindoos, coolies; men, 
women, and children—standing, walking, or 
sitting in the sun, under the shadowing of 
the palms. Men squatting, with hands 
clasped over their black knees, steadily ob- 
serve you from under their white turbans— 
steadily, with a slight scowl. All these In- 
dian faces have the same set, stern expres- 
sion, the same —e of the brows; and 
the keen, strong gaze is not altogether pleas- 
ant. It borders upon hostility; it is the look 
of measurement—measurement physical and 
moral. Inthe mighty swarming 01 India 
these have learned the full meaning and 
force of life's law as we Occidentals rarely 
learn it. Under the dark forehead with its 
fixed frown the eye glitters like a serpent’s. 

Nearly all wear the same Indian dress, the 
thickly folded turban, usvaily white, white 
drawers reaching but half way down the 
thigh, leaving the knees and the legs bare, 
and white Janet. A few don long blue robes 
and wear a colored head dress. These are 
ba priests. Ail the men look tall; 
they are lithe, slender, smail boned. but the 
limbs are well turned. They are talk 
in low tones, and seldom smile. Those 
you see with heavy, full beards are 
probably Mussulmans; they have their 
mosques and the cry of the muezzin sounds 
thrice daily over the vast cane fields. Some 
shave—Buddhists or followers of Hindooism 
but the children of Islam never. Comely 
some of the women are in their close cling- 
ing, soft, brief robes and tantalizing veils, a 
costume 8 shoulders, arms, and ankles 
bare. The dark arm is always tapered and 
rounded ; the silver circled ankle always ele- 
gantly knit to the light, straight foot. Many 
of these slim girls, whether standing or walk- 
ing or in repose, present perpetuaily studies 
of grace; their attitude when erect always 
suggests lightness and suppleness, like the 
poise of a perfect dancer. 

A cooly mother passes, carrying at her 
1. pretty naked baby. It has exquisite 
delicacy ot umb; its tiny ankles are circled 
by thin bright silver rings; it looks like a 
little bronze statuette, a statue of Kama, the 
Indian Eros. The mother’s arms are covered 
fromelbow to wrist with silver bracelets, 
some fiat and decorated, others coarse, 
round, smooth, with ends hammered into the 
form of viper neads. She has large flowers 
of gold in her ears, a small gold flower in her 
delicate little nose. This nose ornament does 
not seem absurd; on these dark skins the ef- 
fect is, on the contrary, pleasing, although 
bizarre.

My Dear ——: Ihave just come from 
[London] Cariton Club, where 1 found your 
letter, dated at Washington, and a copy of 
the Mills bill which you Were 80 good as to 
send me. 

I took the liberty of reading your letter 
and the bill to a number of Cobden Club men, 
and it may interest you to learn that their 
unanimous verdict was that America has 
come to common sense at last. 

The Mills bill, on a careful examination, I 
find to be a somewhat timid and tottering ad- 
vance to free trade; but it shows that Amer- 
ica has turned her back at last to the mis 
chieyous teachings of your Websters and 
Ciays and Biaines, whose preposterous 
* American system (as they called the pro- 
tective system) has so long taxed your native 
population, for what? For the benefit, 
really, of an insignificantly small class 
of American manufacturers and a 
horde of foreigners of the lowest class 
(chiefly Irish) who form the bulk of your 
manufacturing artisans, or “mull hands.” 
But the Irishman of New York, if I am not 
wrongly informed, is coming gradually to his 
senses and will vote largely at the coming election 
Sor Cleveland and free trade. If this be true, 
England will verily have beep well repaid 
for her tolerance of Ireland end the Irish. 1 
congratulate you on at least having come to 
understand that the common sense policy for 
Nations is the same policy that leads to in- 
dividual prosperity—namely: taking care of 
„number one“; that there should be no sen- 
timentality in business; that the wise man 
buys in the cheapest market and sells in the 
dearest, and keeps his b and his 
patriotism (to use an Ame expression) 
“in separate bottles.“ 

We English have long been amazed at the 
commercial blindness of America to her true 
interests. You forbid your capitalists to 
buy our ships, although we can build them 
much cheaper than you can do, and you 
have sought by a protective tariff to keep out 
our manufactures in order to build up” a 
Class or traders whose existence would de- 
pend on their power to demand and com- 
mand higher prices for their goods, by 
reason of the tariff, than our traders could 
well afford to sell you the same articles for. 
England owes her commercial supremacy to 
a policy of enlightened self-interest mgidly 
adhered to. She buys raw materials wher- 
ever she can buy them cheapest, and she has 
often saved her adult industries, when threat- 
ened by the demands for higher 


ontinental cguntries, and thus enabling her 
to defy the combinations and domination of work- 
rey ane ee seem © rule your industrial 
world, 

And after all to what good end do your 
high wages tend? Is the lgborer or his fam- 
lly any better off for a piano in his room or 
silken fineries for his wife and daughters? 
Do not these mock luxuries tend to danger- 
ous discontent? Do not high wages encour- 
age these poor people to live above their sta- 
tion and to look for the real and unattaina- 
ble luxuries of the rich!

people should have been to make such

I 
find it extremely interesting to see the en- 
thusiasm of your Republican papers in favor 
of the tariff mode of indirect taxation of the 
whole people in favor ot a single class and 
section; while equally amusing is the flerce deni- 
al of your Democratic journals that theirs is a 
free trade party or that they are inclined to be- 
come free-traders. Yet nothing seems to us 
more inevitable than that the logic of 
events will force the Democratic party to 
taxe decisive grounds in favor of absolute free 
trade. But this seems an American trait—to 
deny, when honestly reforming, any inten- 
tion to be virtuous. Your Republican party, 
I remember, used to protest quite flercel 
that it did notintendto “interfere” wit 
slavery in the States; yet it now “points 
with pride,” I notice, to its great work in 
abolishing slavery.

Of course England will be greatly benefited by 
free trade with America. Jt will stimulate our 
manufacturing interests to @ wonderful degree. 
But this result to us can only come, Ameri- 
cans should remember, by our continued ca- 
pacity to sell our goods at lower prices in your own 
markets than your own tradesmen can sell with a 
profit, with alt the advantages in their favor 
of being on the ground gnd without trans- 
portation charges to defray before reaching 
the consumer. 

I need not say also that the abolition of un- 

iendly custom-houses will do more than any 
one thing to promote the growth of interna- 
onal good will between the two countries 
and cement the union of the great race which 
seems destined to dominate the world dur- 
ing the coming centuries. 

Another point: Experience, as well as po- 
litical economy, teaches that wealth has been 
largely created by the division of labor. 
This principle needs to be extended. It has 
produced beneficent results wherever tried 
on a small scaie—and it should now be ex- 
tended over the globe. We need a territorial 
division of labor. Let each nation do what 
it beat can do in its present condition, and 
the result will be beneficial to every nation.

The whole civilized 
world had its eyes centered on the Capital of 
the German Empire, just as it is today, and 
the English-speaking world was particular 
interested in the attitude of the Crown Prince

THE GERM OF ASIATIC CHOLERA. 


The Remarkable Experiments of Dr. Gama- 
Lola, a Russian Disciple of Pasteur. 

The Odessa correspondent of the London 
Daily News has made a visit to the bacterio- 
logical laboratory of Dr. Gamaleia, the Rus- 
sian savant who has recently come before 
the world as the discoverer of a vaccinal pre- 
ventive of Asiatic cholera. Here is the cor- 
respondent’s vision of cholera as seen in Dr. 
Gamaleia’s laboratory: 

A pigeon inoculated with the living mi- 
crobe of cholera had died a féw hours pre- 
vious to our visit. The dead pigeon was now 
opened, and from the heart an extremely 
small quantity of blood was extracted b 
means of a small giass tube. This was place 
on a small piece of glass and passed lightly 
through a spirit flame, by which the microbes 
were killed without being destroyed, 
being preserved by a chemical solution 
passed over the glass plate. The latter, about 
two-thirds of an inch square, was then 
placed beneath a powerful microscope, when 
every blood atom and cholera microbe was 
seen distinct and separated. “The cedillas 
or commas are the cholera,” laughingly ob- 
served the doctor. The biood atoms were of 
a long cocoon shape, while the cholera germs 
had the formation of a comma. 

The young doctor became a disciple of M. 
Pasteur in the eariy part of 1886, since which 
time he has worked with an enthusiastic 
unremitting energy in the pursuit of 
tangible results in germinal diseases, at 
the same time personally conducting 
the inoculatory courses for hydrophobia 
among the large number of patients from all 
darts of Russia, Turkey, and Southeastern 
Europe. The vaccinal treatment of Siberian 
plague, or anthrax, among cattle and sheep, 
which yearly half decimates nearly every 
large sheep run in South Russia, and occa- 
sionally attacks the human body in a malle. 
nant and aggravated form, occupied Dr. 
Gamaleia for many months previous to his 
attention being devoted to the choleraic 
microbe. 

The first germinal microbes of Asiatic 
cholera were obtained by Dr. Gamaleia from 
Prof. Koch of Berlin, and these have been 
cultivated in the former’s laboratory here.

THE ROYAL SEPULCHRE. 


An Ancient King aud Queen with Orna- 
ments Thick About Them. 

The grave ofa Syrian King and Queen 

has recently been discovered in the Kuban, 

a district of the Russian province of Ciscau- 


casia, near the Krinskaya Railway station. 


The district abounds with sepulchral mounds, 
and the Imperial Russian Archmological 
Commission has opened one. It was found 
to cover a large vaulted building nearly 
seventy feet long, divided into three cham- 
bers and a corridor. The walis were of 
thick stone flags about four feet high, and 
similar flags, joined by cement, formed the 
roof and floor. The chambers varied in 
hight from 7 to 11 feet. In the first chamber 
reached, lying parallel with the side wall 
with its head to the east, was the skeleton of 
a young woman. About the bones of the 
neck was a heavy circlet of gold; massive 
gold bracelets, snake shaped, with horses’ 
heads attached to the snakes’ bodies for end 
enbirdled the arms, and a large 1 
ring with the effigy of the Muse Erato — 
ing the lyre upon it, was on a finger of the 
right hand. ere were also gold earrings 
of fine fili work, and a gold chain with a 
lion’s b at the end. Near the skeleton 
was found a thin, triangular plate of gold, 
eight inches broad, with holes in the corners, 
showing that it had been attached to the 
dress. Stamped upon it was the figure of a 
young Scythian presenting a drinking horn 
to a Queen, who was richly clothed, and wore 
cap ot material like lace, with a small gold 
shield upon it. Medusa heads, a chariot with 
horses, and other figures are also represented 
upon this plate. Near it lay six tiny pigeons 
cut from goid leaf, half an inch wide, and 
fifty other objects similarly cut, resembling 
Medusa heads, stars, and other figures. 

The next chamber *vas empty and the floor 
covered with ashes. Thencame the corridor, 
which was filled with stucco, bearing the 
figure of an autlered stag. The bones of a 
horse and fragments ofa harness lay at the 
end of the corridor, and at the end of the 
third room were broken pieces of amphore, 
upon which the roof had fallen. This room 
was four feet higher than the others. The 
stucco work was of a superior style. The 
skeleton of aman with the head to the east 
lay parallel with the side wall.

There was aiso 
a Scythian sword with a gold handle anda 
cylindrical stone for slinging, through which 
a hole was bored. In one corner of the room 
Was a large amphora with a t copper 
dish by its side. Upon the dish were two 
silver drinking cups, one with a gold band 
around the rim upon which birds were 
carved. A copper shield was near by, and 
there were several copper utensils in the 
room and many glass beads, some evidentiy 
of Egyptian origin and some in the form of 
a medallion, set in silver. 

The value of the articles found is estimated 
at $25,000, and there is no doubt that the 
yauitis the burial place of a King ana 
Queen.

SIA HALF-DAY DIVISIONS. 

The Clarke School on Ashland avenue, be- 
tween Thirteenth and Fourteenth streets, 
nas six half-day divisions, and will probably 
have ten unless relieved before the close of 
the year. During the week the lines be- 
tween the Clarke and the Jefferson have 
beer rearranged, the latter school getting 
120 pupils from the former. It may be able 
to accommodate more. Parents foolishly ob- 
ject to the change. No attention sho be 
made to their objections. which are unrea- 
sonable and of the absurdly sentimental 
kind. The permanent relief of this district 
can only be accomplished by adding 
a wing to the present Clarke building. 
The lot has a frontage of 
fect. The width of the building now 1s sev- 
enty-two feet. The wing can be enlarged so 
as to provide six or nine additional class- 
rooms. The School Board owns a lot in the 
vicinity. This can be retained for future 
use. The expense of an entirely new build- 
ing would be too great. There is no neces- 
sity of incurring such an expense. The 
wings can be enlarged in a few months, thus 
insuring the increased accommodation within 
the present school year. The Brainard, to the 
west of the Clarke, has two half-day divis- 
jons. The proposed addition to the Clarke 
would relieve this. The relief might come 
sooner by utilizing the assembly-hall 
of the Hendricks on Laflin street north 
of Polk a slight readjustment 
of district lines. The assembly-hall 
is steam-heated, well ventilated, and could 
be adapted to school uses at an expense of 
less than $1,000. It would make four excel- 
lent class-rooms. It is objected that it is too 
much to ask children to climb four flights ot 
stairs. But children are asked to do so in the 
Dore and Skinner, in the immediate vicinity. 
Moreover, the arrangements would be only 
temporary.
